‘To 
this, the ministers who represented 
Canada could not give their assent. 
They embodied their views in a state 
paper. In this it was stated that they 
re€ognized the obligation of Canada 
to relieve to a large extent in so far 
as the means of the country would 


allow, the burden which had hitherto | 


been on the shoulders of the English 
tax-payer alone. They declared that 
as Canada increased in wealth and 
population it would go further in the 
matter of defence, and that in every-

tion. If in the day of the Emperor 
Augustus, when Rome had _ reached 
when her 
Dominions extended all over the basin 
of the Mediterranean, and when 
thirty tegions were moving all the 
time from one end of the empire to 
the other to keep in ‘subjectian the 
rebellious races, if someone had said 
to the strong Roman statesmen that 
the time will come when the small 
isiand of Britain, now the most dis- 
tant of all Roman possessions, will 
extend to the confines of the earth, 
and will be maintained, not by force, 
but by a new principle invented by 
her peoplé, namely, the consent of 
the governed, this great Roman 
statesman would have laughed at the 
idea. Ii we go no further back in 
history than the first year of the late 
Queen, when Upper and Lower Can- 
ada were in the throes of a rebellion, 
ii someone had said, even then, that 
these two provinces were to be 
brought to subjection and obedience

Proceeding Sir Wilfrid said that it 
we adopt today this policy, if we put 
it in the former in which it is now be- 
fore the country, it is because we .ay 
it down that Canada is a nation, but 
a daughter nation, of England. Such 
has been the strong and persistent 
course of the Liberal party from the 
time this policy was initiated. 

Divided in Council, 

And may, I say now, said Sir 
Wilfrid, what has been the policy 
of the Conservative party, I think 1 
am not offensiye or unjust to the Con- 
servative party when I say that upon 
this question their attitude has been 
what it is today, divided in council, 
and divided inaction.

A Transparent Manoeuvre.
